give the allied debt or at least part of 
it. France, which has received cash 
from thia country 
to .the extent of 


three billion dollars, is eager to learn 
Harding*s loan policy at the earliest 
possible date. 


Invasion to Faflare 


The French desire to obtain can- 


eeQatian of the American loan 
has 


been stimulated, it is learned, by the 
realization that allied invasion of 
Germany and the exaction of penal- 
ties is doomed to failure as a means 
of collecting the German reparations. 


Linked with the reparations 
and 


loan situation is the French opinion, 
stronger today than ever before, that 
some form of American cooperation 
IB necessary to the success of French 
policy in central Europe. In order 
to gain this support, according to ad- 
vices reaching Washington, 
Vivian!

Jjc.t no man live for himself alone or 
die for himself. We must not let 
any man, be he rich or poor, believe 
he owns the earth." 


Mr. Marshall said his eight years 


experience in Washington taught him 
that the government of the United 
States does not rest on the shoulders 
of the president, nor is it in the hands 
of the congress, but it depends on the 
judgment of 
the American people. 


It will bo impossible ever to have a 
peace, internal or foreign, until there 
is a greater exercise of charity. 


Denounces Snobs 


The former vice president severely 


criticised snobbery, declaring that 
America is for the average American 
and not for those who believe they 
are better than their fellow men. He 
advocated removal 
of the right of 


suffrage from those who are unable 
to speak, read and write English and 
advocated the admission of 
immi- 


grants who would live on tho farms 
where they would assist in increasing 
production and would be more easily 
assimilated into American citizenship. 


"I have always been a believer in 


the 'melting pot' in which our immi- 
grants are dumped and boiled until 
they become American citizens but I 
believe that every man who will not 
melt into Americanism should bo re- 
moved from the pot and sent to the 
place where he will feel more at 
home," the former vice president said. 


Mr. Marshall said his experiences 


in Washington have shown him that 
the heart of America is good to the 
tore, that "Americans are all right 
from the neck down." He regretted 
that the spirit of sacrifice so clearly 
manifested during tho great war has 
not been continued in the peace and 
that America apparently has gone 
back to the old days of greed and 
personal gain. He said the spirit of 
cooperation and sacrifice for the gen- 
eral good has been forgotten in the 
after-war fever for getting all that 
can be had. 
Assimilation of tho Immigrant 
is 


one of America's 
greatest problems 


and deserving of 
careful considera- 


tion, he said. He advocated steps 
which will place the immigrant along 
side of an American instead of per- 
mitting him to associate too closely 
with his'own kind, in order to more 
easily inculcate him in the doctrine 
of Americanism. 


Support the Laws 


"Aa a firm believer in state rights 


and a blown in the bottle Jeffer- 
sonian Democrat, I never could get 
it into my head why the federal gov- 
ernir.er.t should meddle with prohi- 
bition, although I am a personal pro- 
hibitionist myself. But prohibition is 
here and the right kind of a man 
will help enforce it. One way to in- 
spire a higher standard of citizenship 
in this country, to bring about a

authority, is for men to enforce and 
respect the laws, even if they do not 
like them."

should be a personal restraint on the 
tongue. 
"Let those who by speech can cor-

doning their self pity and preaching 
class hatred should be silenced," 
he 


said. 
Tho man who expects an honest 


day's wage should be willing to give 
an honest days work, the speaker 
said. Ho applied this not only to 
those who labor 
with their 
hands 


but to chose who are in financial or 
political control. The only American 
who realy is free is tho one who 
wants to deal fairly with his fellow 
men. 


The speaker deprecated the grow- 


ing habit of Americans to consult 
lawyers in their undertakings in or- 
der to avoid conflict with the law.

Milk Consumers Take Notice 


Slowly but surely the varae of milk and its products is be- 


ing brought before the public by demonstrations in various 
places. A recent letter from S. B. Elmore, milk inspector for 
Chattanooga, Tennessee reads aa follows: 


"You will possibly be interested to know that Chattanooga 


believes in milk, enough so that the Department of Health 
and Education, beginning Monday, December 6th, will estab- 
lish milk stations in each and every city schooL 


"This city maintains seventeen schools, and has an attend- 


ance of 8,834 children. Arrangements hove been effected 
to supply those children who are unable to pay for the milk. 
This excellent achievement is one which we believe no other 
city can boast of, as many cities have established milk sta- 
tions in a few of their schools, but Chattanooga has made it 
city wide. 


"By our children getting plenty of wholesome milk, we 


know they will gain weight, the hollow chests will fill out, 
shoulders straighten, their nutrition improve rapidly, and 
they will develop keen eyes, good colors and the abundance 
of energy' that normal children should possess. 


"Where children get plenty of mflk they are less fidgety, 


less backward in their studies, and ore more joyous and have 
better dispositions. 


**The exact results of this new project m our schools will 


be watched with keen interest, and statistics compiled, in 
view of the fact that other cities may be benefited." 


CITY MOTHERS 


If the good mother in every city home knew how some dairy 


farmer and his cows were working for her, she would get a 
divorce from her husband and disown her child the next time 
they perchance might venture to complain about the cost of 
mflk. ' 


Someone, over in Ohio, who has considerable ability at fig- 


uring out practical problems, has presented us with the in- 
formation that every dairyman and every family head should 
possess. 


He tells us that the average family consumes 68% gallons 


of milk per year and that the average cow has to work 39 
days to produce this amount. And, in order for her to do 
this, she must have three-tc&t&s acre of pasture, 685 pounds 
of silage, 48 pounds each of cottonseed meal and oil meal, 
48 pounds of corn, 50 pounds of oats, 190 pounds of hay, 
106 pounds of corn stover and three pounds of salt. She 
also requires 176 pounds of material for bedding and IS.2 
hours of a man's time is necessary to milk her 78 times. To 
an of this must be added the numerous other items entering 
into the cost of milk, aside from the original investment, such 
as upkeep of the dairy barn and its equipment for feeding and 
watering herd, taxes, insurance, bull «nd veterinary service, 
transportation of milk through the country plant to the city 
plant, where the milk is clarified, tested, pasteurized, iced 
and put into sterilized bottles. Then 'every day, for 365 days 
in the year, rain or shine, the milkman must leave the quart of 
milk on the back step. At 12c per quart this service is pro- 
vided for tne average fondly at a total cost of $43.80.

This evidence comes from the results of ex- 
periments conducted by the great authority, Dr. Emerson of 
Boston, in conjunction with the city schools of Chicago, the 
McCormi«k Memorial Institute of Chicago, and the National 
Dairy Council. 


Thousands and hundreds of thousands of boys and girls 


have been found, cuTcarefxil survey, to be physically unfit and 
mentally unreceptive to school work. 


Chicago schools show approximately 33 per cent of their 


boys and girls as being 7 per cent or more below normal 
weight. This condition naturally reflects on their school 
work. 


When Dr. Emerson first went into the Chicago schools and 


picked out several dozen boys and girls, the worst he could 
find, who were hi many eases 25 per cent to 40 per cent be- 
low normal, many thought he had hopeless cases. But he 
didn't. He knew the reason for the condition of these chil- 
dren and he knew the way to bring them up and "ovejr the 
top." Strange, but true, these children were from well-to-do 
families; in many cases tho child was the only one in the 
family.

the 97 per cent being the result of sheer neglect and ignor- 
ance on the part of the parents. 


The children were immediately placed under super vision, 


and each given at least a quart of milk a day. Some were 
required to have mid-day lunches, properly prepared. Every 
child was weighed regularly, a reeordjvras kept, and a graphic 
chart showed how far each child was below normal when he 
began and how rapidly he gained and finally reached normal. 
The results were astounding. 


One ease was a boy, weighing 86 pounds while he should 


have weighed 134 pounds, who became normal, going "over 
the top" in 13 weeks. 


Most of the children went over in six to eight weeks. 
Occasionally their progress was stayed by some physical 


defect or disease—such as diseased tonsils—which, when re- 
moved, allowed the children to continue gaining. 


AH this, says Mrs. Ira Couch Woods, in charge of child 


nutrition work conducted by the Elizabeth McCormick Memo- 
rial Institute for the McCormick Memorial Fund, results in 
a similar increase in school efficiency; the children studied 
better, they were really interested, they grasped the work 
more rapidly, and they displayed alertness of mind never be- 
fore manifest. Indeed, it was an inspiration to see them un- 
fold; once so listless and dull, now so apt and eager.
